The request is for core funding for the operation of Missouri Western State University. State aid supports public universities in their mission to provide 
increased educational attainment, increase the availability of skilled workers, and to provide additional training through graduate and professional 
programs.

Missouri Western State University is an open enrollment public degree-granting institution that offers both undergraduate and graduate programs.  
Undergraduate offerings at Missouri Western State University include four associate degree programs, and 60 baccalaureate programs, while at the 
graduate level offerings include eight Master’s programs and eight graduate certificates.  As an open enrollment institution, Missouri Western State 
University admits any Missouri resident with a high school diploma or its equivalent as a first time, full time degree-seeking freshman. Open access, 
however, does not guarantee access to selected programs that may have additional institutionally approved admission criteria.
